The following application was filed pursuant to section 63.03 of the Commission’s rules 
requesting authority to transfer control of Hargray Communications Group, Inc. and its 
subsidiaries (“Hargray”) to Hargray Acquisition Co. (“HAC,” together with Hargray, 
“Applicants”).1  Hargray, a South Carolina corporation, provides, through its subsidiaries, local 
exchange and interexchange services in South Carolina and Georgia.  It has the following 
wholly-owned, U.S.-based subsidiaries:  Hargray, Inc. provides competitive local exchange 
services throughout South Carolina; Hargray of Georgia, Inc. provides competitive local 
exchange services in northeastern Georgia; Hargray Telephone Company, Inc. is an incumbent 
local exchange carrier (“LEC”) serving customers in Hilton Head, Hardeeville, and Jasper, South 
Carolina; Bluffton Telephone Company, Inc., is an incumbent LEC serving Bluffton, South 
Carolina; and Low Country Carriers, Inc. provides interexchange services throughout South 
Carolina and Georgia.  HAC, a Delaware corporation, was organized for the purpose of acquiring 
Hargray and does not provide telecommunications services.  HAC will become a wholly-owned 
subsidiary of Hargray Holdings, LLC, a Delaware entity that is controlled by U.S-based 
Quadrangle Capital Partners II, LP and its parallel funds.  HAC has the following affiliates that 
Applicants state provide competitive telephone exchange and exchange access services 
exclusively in geographic areas outside of the incumbent LEC areas served by Hargray and its 
subsidiaries: NTELOS Holdings Corp. and DataNet Communications Group, Inc.

Applicants filed a supplement to their 
domestic 214 application on May 3, 2007.
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The Applicants assert that the proposed transaction is entitled to presumptive streamlined 
treatment under section 63.03(b)(2)(ii) of the Commission’s rules2 and that a grant of the 
application will serve the public interest, convenience, and necessity.
